turning vitorioully after the ouer- 
throw of Abſalom, and fully cleared 
himſelfe of the haynous crime of 
treaſon wherewith he had beene falſe= 
ly charged , then David giueth fen- 
tence in this wiſe, thou and Ziba de- 
wide the lands.

Now the way to preuent this miſ- 
chicfe , is to doe that ſincerely , 
which David promiſeth heere to 
doe ; namely , to fingwunto the Lord, 
that is to ſhew mercie, and practiſe 
Tudgement to the glory of God, wher- 
unto all things ought to be referred,

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according to Saint Pauls direction, 
whether ye eate, drinke, or whatſoeuer ye 1.Cor.to.

without the found of a trumpet -: and Mar.s.r,co 
prayer muſt be made of deuotion *3<7- 
without publike oftentation. And to 


. deſcend from the generall doctrine to 


the particular - inſtruction which 1 
haue in hand, miſerable was the caſe 
of that wretched Iudge who didright 
tothe poore widow, not for feare of 
God, or reuerence to man, but onely 
to auoid her clamor and importunity. 
And no better was the caſe of the- 
Philiſtins in the booke of the Indges, 
who when as the Timnite gaue his | 
daughter being Samſons wife , to an _— 
other man, they regarded not to pu- 

niſh this vniuſt and adulterous a& : 

But when as Samſon in reuenge of 

this wrong, had with three hundred 


Foxes turned taile to tayle, hauing 
C 2 fre- 
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firebands faſtened thereto, ſet on fire, 
and burned vp the rickes and the ſtan- 
ding corne with the vineyards and O- 
lives of the Philiſtins : then they came 
vpin troupes and bummt the Timnite 
and his daughter with fire. Thus the 
wicked puniſh notvice for loue of Iu- 
Rice, but to be reuenged in reſpeRof 
former loſfle, and for feare of future 
daunger which elſe might come vnto 
them,
